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THE RETURN OF THE VENUSIAN SPACESHIP X-12 1

early Avigust, he set off by car for a trip to V/estem Canada - destination, Edmonton, 
Alberta, an area he was not destined to reach, for near Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, he 
met with an accident on the road. This occurred on a gravelly stretch of new construct¬ 
ion vrtien, without any warning and in spite of a 30-mile speed-zone, a car shot by at very 
high speed, sending up a shower of stones vdiich smashed his front window. Shaken, but 
not seriously injured, Arthur, limped slowly to several service stations in an attempt to 
get the imndow replaced, but strangely enough (or. was it gll part of the plan?), not one 
would undertake the vrork, saying they were either too busy or had no new glass.

THREE QUEBEC RESJOEOTS lOTNESS UFO AT 6-FT. RANCS l 


/^||k The September 4, 1969 issue of the "Ottawa Journal" carried an interesting report 
a close-range sighting pf a UFO as witnessed for half an hour from the parking lot of 
the Chez.Charles Hotpl, a mile south of Chapeau, Quebec, by Pauline Oulette, a ivaitress 
at the hotel. Bob McLaughlin and John Stott, a member of the hotel band. The sighting 
took place in'^hhe small ho\irs of September 3rd. Said Miss Oulette: "I saw this thing not 
more than: 6 feet away from me and it was real - there arfe ’just no 2 ways about that. It 
had red arid white lights which flashed quite a bit and then it stopped flashing and stay¬ 
ed white." McLaughlin confirmed that the main light was bright red and flashed on and 
off at regular intervals. Miss Oulette went on to say: "I went to my room about 4»30 a.in. 
and saw it again from the windows. Ten mintltes later, a snail craft left, the large one, 
came into the yard and went from one window to the other. I was so frightened that I 
could not move at first, but eventually recovered siifficiently to leave the bedroom." 

From his own vantage point-, Stott stated that the smaller craft made a whirring noise, 
v»as green and silver in colour and had a 3-ft. long antenna protuding from its side. 

Miss Oulette was so terrified,that she spent 2 hours alone in an upstairs corridor wait¬ 
ing for daylight, Mrs. Alcide Dubeau, the hotel proprietor’s wife, said she vra,s av^ened 
by Miss Oulette before daylight, "I got up, but this light vra.s so far aivay at the time 
that it looked like an unusually bright star." she said. UFOS reportedly vrere sighted 
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within 12 miles of Chapeau on May 21, Jione 5 and Jioly 13. 

An interesting feature of this report is that it was carried under the headline of 
"Terrified by UFO". Surely this points up the necessity for more public education on UFOs, 
backed by government statements. It is not sufficient for government authorities merely 
to say that UFOs represent no threat to national security. To prevent this unnecessary . 
terror by UFO witnesses, the general public has the right to know that to date, no evid- 
enpe of deliberate hostility by UFOs exists, but at the same time, because of the advanced 
technology used by these spacecraft, it should be pointed out that it is dangerous to * 
approach a landed UFO too closely or to touch it. For the physical and mental ’'Welfare of 
its citizens, every country has a moral obligation to advise its people of these tivo vital 
factors about UFOs.

GENE DUPIANTIER 

In this issue of Topside, we would like to pay special tribute to one of Canada’s 
most dedicated and well-known UFO vrorkers, Mr, Gene Duplantier, Editor of the first Canad¬ 
ian UFO quarterly "SAUGEIRS, SPACE AND SCIENCE" (which goes out to readers in various parts 
of the world and is recognized as Canada's most authentic historical record of UFO sight¬ 
ings over the years), UFO Lecturer, Writer, Television & Radio Interviewee, UFO Artist and 
an all-round solid worker for the UFO Cause. Perhaps Gene's greatest personal attribute 
on the UFO scene is the ever-;villing publicity and friendly help he extends to all UFO 
groups and individuals. Certainly Topside is particularly grateful to Gene for taking 
time out of his busy schedule to refer to us the many enquiries concerning our group and 
the work of its founder, the late Wilbert B. Smith, and for personal recommendations of 
our magazine. 

Gene's first introduction to Outer Space began at the tender age of four idien he 
avidly devoured the comic strip in "Star Weekly" entitled "Buck Rogers in the 25th Centuryi 
This was the beginning of reading what was called Science Fiction and Gene borrowed every ^ 
book' he could lay his hands on. His only regret today is that, at that time, he did not ^ 
have enough money to buy these books for a personal collection. This Science Fiction 
reading continued until around 1940 when this pulp era began to die out, apparently due to 
the xtrriters losing their imaginative flair for other-world adventure and the rousing tales 
of the spaceways became somewhat earthbound and so reluctantly, he gave them up. 

Then, in 1947, headlines proclaimed 9 shiny discs skipping over Mr, Rainier and 
Kenneth Arnold's description of them as "flying saucers" became a household word. Specu¬ 
lation as to whether they vrere spaceships ran rampant and instantly. Gene's imagination 
was rekindled. From then on, he followed the flying saucer reports with absorbed interest 
and when, in 1957^ one of these alien craft allegedly landed not far from Toronto, he 
took part in the investigation and came aivay convinced that something strange had occurred. 

In November, 1957 ^ Gene felt that it was time that someone in Canada took it upon 
himself to inform the public and the world of the strange goings-on in the Canadian air 
space, and thus, "Saucers, Space and Science" was bom. The first issues were published 
by the spirit duplicator process, but as circulation increased, it was done by mimeo and 
finally grad\iated to the photo offset process in which Gene was able to use his art train¬ 
ing by illustrating reports with drawings, photographs and charts and to develop a maga¬ 
zine-style fomat under variously-titled columns all relating to the many aspects of the 
UFO scenb. ' 

Over the years, "3,3 & 3" has covered practically all the phenomena related to fly¬ 
ing saucers, including angel hair, MIB, poltergeists, burned circles on the ground, little 
men tales and articles by well-known Ufologists such as the late V/ilbert B, 3mith, aid 
more recently, by George D. Fawcett, John A, Keel, Hans Lauritzen, Armand Laprade, Robert 
Dickhoff and many others with great knowledge of UFOs, All this goes into a comprehensive 
review of all the mysterious elements that make up the UFO story in Canada and across the 
world. Because of its scientific reporting of UFO sightings, "3,3 & 3" is the only Can¬ 
adian UFO publication listed in the U.3. Library of Congress Bibliography on UFOs and Re¬ 
lated 3ubjects recently public ed in V/ashington. 

About 10 years ago. Gene had the pleasure of meeting the late Wilbert 3mith when he 
was a guest of a UFO Club in Hamilton, Ontario. He relates that VfflS talked solidly on the 
subject of UFOs for 5 hours while the group listened in absorbed fascination, even through 
the excellent roast beef dinner cooked to perfection by their gracious hostessl Among 
many subjects discussed, WBS gave a description of the Binding Meter he had constructed 
from guidance received from the space people and explained its vrorking parts in detail. 
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He also described the monitoring discs seen by himself and members of oxu:* Club hovering 
outside his house and in the trees where leaves vrere scorched by their close approach. 

It might be of interest to add here that these monitors vrere later discovered by WBS to 
be remotely-controlled devices from spaceships vdiich contained a highly sophisticated, 
miniaturiaed’ tape, recorder and other equipment for recording various conditions on Earth. 

'• In ■Jiily, 1'?67, Brian Skinner, a disc jockey with Radio CHUM in Toronto, .became very 
interested, in the UFO phenomena and he approached Gene; with his idea for a UFO-INFO pro- 
gr^, inviting him to take part in it. Although these broadcasts ivere, orly a few minutes 
in length, they created a great deal of interest. Later, when this feature was well-est¬ 
ablished, Gene and Brian wrote a one-hour UFO special program vrhich included the, taped 
voices of a number of well-known names in the UFO field. This program i/as successful 
enough that future UFO programs of this nature are now being considered. Apart from the 
Radio CHUM broadcasts. Gene has guested on Tom Cherington's HOTLINE TV Program,. Gary 
Kirker's OPEN LINE radio program in St. Catharines, Ontario, a 4i-hour broadcast over . 
Montreal Radio Station CKGM and he also appeared as a UFO guest on 2 successive TV sho\\rs 
arranged by Screen Gems PHOTO FINISH. . Gene has also given lectures, ivith slide-show 
^'esentation, to a number of groups in the Toronto area. He also contributes articles 
and artwork to a number of UFO publications. Over the years, this versatile man has 
built up.many sovurces of UFO infomation and lines of communication that make him one of 
the best-informed men on the Canadian UFO scene. 

Like many of us. Gene has one pet peeve. He would like to see more co-operation 
and-teamwork between UFO groups, particularly in Canada. Certainly he sets a good examp¬ 
le himself, being the first to give publicity and recanmends to other groups' publicat¬ 
ions and activities. 


On the UFO Mystery itself. Gene has this to say: "The big question still is - vdio ■. 
pilots these aluminum-coloured craft and vdiere do they really come from? Perhaps an 
interview with a UFO pilot would shed some light on the subject and if we can ever 
arrange such a meeting, you'll read all about it in full in some future issue of S,S&SJ

SCME HIGHLIGHTS ON THE BRITISH UFO SCENE 
— ■ by Carol Halford-Vfatkins, ‘ 

^^hile the primary purpose of my simmer holiday in England was to visit ray Mother, 
family and friends in the Old Country, it also provided a i/onderful opportunity for some 
personal research into the British UFO situation today, to re-visit old UFO friends and 
to make new contacts among the ever-expanding nimiber of people interested in Ufology in 
England,. I must say that I;was highly impressed by the widespread interest and enthusi- 
aan among the UFO groups and individuals with whom I made contact and the increase in 
the number of UFO organizations and publications now active in England. It was also int¬ 
eresting to note that UFO meetings are now attracting thb attention of more people in the 
intellectual and professional fields, including scientists, engineers, university profess¬ 
ors and students and even clergymen. It would appear that the Church in England is now 
taking an active interest in UFOs, a number of ^^inisters giving sermons or lectures on 
flyi^ "saucers and their religious implications, and various Church youth groups are 
foimihg'UFO Clubs. One of the things which impressed me most was the excellent press 
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coverage given to UFOs and related subjects in Britain which, generally speaking, con¬ 
trasts- sharply with the scant and often misleading reports given in some Canadian news¬ 
papers in idiich, all too often, UFO sightings, if reported at all, are treated with impli¬ 
ed ridicule and phoney alibis are offered as explanation of the phenomena. The British 
press appears to have a more open-^nided approach and after presenting the facts, leaves 
it to its readers to fathom out the explanation. Undoubtedly, the recent series of art- • 
ides on flying saucers by Robert Chapman which appeared in the "Simday Express" did much 
to spur added interest in UFOs, and the continued reports of sightings of "The Thing" at 
Waiminster and in other parts of England, have kept the topic of UFOs one of lively inter¬ 
est. Increasing this interest, there has been a series of UFO lectures at Caxton Hall, 
London, sponsored by the Hon. Brinsley Le Poer Trench, International Chairman for Contact, 
a worldwide movement. Perhaps one of the most prominent of these was a talk given by Air 
Marshall Sir Victor Goddard, an admitted believer in the UFO phenomena. At a meeting well 
attended by the press and public alike, he delivered an interesting lecture covering many 
aspects of the UFO Mystery, including some of his own personal experiences. However, his 
remarks on the U.K. Government's UFO Policy, as administered by the Ministry of Defence, 
were not particularly encouraging, or even convincing. He stated that as "over all these 
years, no hostile act has been committed by these UFOs", there was really no Defence re- 
sponsibility and therefore no government grants or staff had been made available for a 
serious investigation of UFOs. He also emphasized that no Defence "Silence Policy" exists. 
This, we find hard to believe and in view of the fact that prior to the meeting. Sir Victor 
had made statements to the press impl3n.ng that he would reveal some "flying saucer secrets", 
which did not materialize at the meeting, one wonders whether the Air Marshall ivas, in 
fact, "silenced" himself. His talk included certain aspects of ESP and psychic research. 

Sir Victor was of the opinion that our present concept of the speed of light as being the 
ultimate, was an erroneous one and that forthcoming evidence might very well indicate that 
ESP and thought transference travelled faster than light - a theory with which we concur, 
as vre have been told repeatedly by the space people that our concept of the speed of light 
is wrong and that thought is the most powerful force in existence. He then related a per¬ 
sonal experience which he described as "aerial crystal gazing". This occurred 4 years 
before World War I idien Sir Victor was piloting a biplane. Looking down, he was amazed 
to see the scene below suddenly alter and in its place he observed a small airstrip with 
a' squadron of yellow trainer planes parked by some hangars. During World War I, this 
"vision of the future" became a reality. 

V/hile I was in England, hectic preparations were going on for the first National 
Space and UFO Convention of its kind in Great Britain, sponsored by Mr, Michael Parry and^^ 
his Interplanetary Space Travel Research Group, which was to be held by kind permission 
His Grace the Duke of Bedford, in the grounds of Woburn Abbey, on Sunday, August 17 (more 
of which later). Following this, as part of the Chiddingstone Cultural Festival, a 
Seminar on UFOs was to take place on August 28, with Mr. Tim Good delivering a talk on 
"UFOs and Non-Violence". As it turned out, Mr. Good was unable to keep this date and I 
received a long distance call from Chiddingstone asking if I would fill in for him, but, as 
this date was after my departure from England, I was unable to do this. I did, however, 
address a couple of UFO meetings while in England,. the first being sponsored by the Cosmic 
Research Group of Bournemouth, and the second was arranged by Mr. Antoni Szachowski, 

Global Co-ordinator for the U.N. Petition Project, and Mr. Nigel Stephenson, Director of 
the National UFO Research Organization, to be held at Caxton Hall, London, sponsored and 
presided by the Hon, Brinsley Le Poer Trench, the well-known author of "The Sky People" . 
and other interesting space books. 

The Bournemouth meeting was held on July 22 at the Theosophical Hall to v/hich my 
sister and I were escorted by the Hon. Secretary of the Cosmic Research Group, Mr. Francis 
E. Hurley, a retired government officer and chaiming gentleman, who chaired the meeting 
very ably. On arrival at the hall, I was presented with a beautiful bouquet of "Olde- 
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Worlde flowers from an English Garden" and given a vram welcome by the group members and 
visitors. They proved a most attentive and interested aiidience and after my talk, a live¬ 
ly question period fplloived. In summing up my address from the Chair, Mr, Hurley cited a 
number of confirmations of statements I had made, from his own extensive knowledge of the 
UFO subject, which proved most interesting. After.the meeting, I met personally with a 
number; of the group and we exchanged infomation on subjects of mutual interest. They 
vnere a refined, cultured group of people .with whom it was a pleasure to talk, and all' in 
all,, it was a very pleasant meeting, : • ' . 

July the 29 th, the date of the Caxton Hall meeting, was quite an eventful day as in 
between a downpour of good old English rain (incidentally, the only really wet day of my 
trip - how lucky can you get, and in England yeti) I was luncheon guest of ray UFO colleague, 
Mr, Lionel Beer, Editor of "Spacelink" in a very interesting session, and that afternoon, 
accompanied by my good friend and 'guardian angel', Enid Clutterbuck, I made my first broad¬ 
cast over BBC's Radio Free Europe to Poland, as arranged by Antoni Szachowski, who inter- 

iewed me on the subject of "Canadian Citizens of Polish Origin", after which we dashed 
through the rain for a cab to the Polish Combattants Association where we had tea and an 
^mteresting chat with the Chairman, then a puddle-splashing walk through the rain to the 
^Puxurious Polish Club, a cab home for a quick snack and freshen-up, then on to Caxton 
Hall and as this was to be my first experience of addressing a largish public UFO meeting, 

I must admit that I had quite a few butterflies in ray stomach I However, on being intro¬ 
duced to the Hon, Brinsley Le Poer Trench, I found that the gracious manner of this dist¬ 
inguished-looking, impeccably-dressed gentleman, quickly put me at ease. He thoughtfully 
poured me a tumblerful of vra.ter which, during my i+O-minute talk, I found most helpful - 
lanaccustomed as I was to public speakingI My talk covered a wide range of UFO subjects, 
including the Canadian UFO scene, the past and present activities of the Ottawa New 
Sciences Club and the early work of its foiander, the late V/ilbert B, Smith, the North 
American reactions to the Condon Report, promotion of the United Nations Petition Project, 
space communication and the Philosophy of the Space Brothers, At its conclusion,, the 
Chainnan called for a 10-minute break - during which I braced myself for the questions to 
cornel As it turned out, I was fortunate in having a very intelligent audience who posed 
seme intriguing questions and a most interesting hour of discussion back and forth follow¬ 
ed, One gentleman, who stated that he was a clergyman, appeared anxious to know what my 
religious background had been, and in my reply, I hope I was able to reassvire this good 
man--that ray new Philosophy still included the best concepts of my Christian upbringing. 
Inevitably, at such a meeting, there was one oddball question, and as this raised quite a 
^augh, , X think it worth relating. In a somewhat, disgruntled tone, a man in a back row 
^hinted to know, if the Space Brothers vrere so keen on our learning their Philosophy, idiy 
didn't they publish it in bound volumes and drop them down on us? The vision of hapless 
Earthlings being bombarded with heavy tomes of philosophy was too much for the well-devel¬ 
oped sense of humour of our good friend, Antoni, and quick as a whip, he shot back: "I 
hope they make mine a paperback editionl" At the end of the question period, the Chair¬ 
man thanked me for an interesting talk, and in return, I gave him my personal thanks for 
the. smooth and competent manner in which he had conducted the meeting. To my surprise, 
at the close of the meeting, I was beseiged with requests to give this talk to a nimiber of 
UFO groups in England, but due to a full program, I was unable to do this. However, Capt, 

I, MacKay, Chairman and Librarian of BUFORA, took a tape recording of the meeting. To 
finish off a most eventful day, our host, the genial Antoni, took Enid and me out to dinner 
at-the Polanski Restaurant where we toasted the apparent success of its events in a glass ' 
of good Polish Rowanberry Vodka I

aire foniis as possible to be used as a statistical basis in support of the UN Petition. 

The questionnaire foms have been translated into the 5 iiiajor languages and further trans¬ 
lations are underway. Ali’eady 25 of the major countries are officially represented and 
efforts are continuing to bring in further countries. Regional Co-ordinators, to act 
under the direction of National Co-ordinators, are. needed in most countries to speed up 
the collection of completed questionnaire forms. Therefore, as International Co-ordinat¬ 
or for North America, I would appreciated receiving, the names ^d addresses of any of our 
readers or others who wouJ-d be wD-ling to act in this capacity and support a worthwhile 
cause, in Canada and the U.S.A, Readers living in other countries may write directly to:

NIGEL STER -IF.]! S O!I - Di.rsctcr of the Naticncl UFO Research Organization. 

Nigel is a highly i-ntelligent young man who, i\dth a logical approach to the UFO 
Mystery, is steadily making an impact on the British UFO scene. He admits that his organ- 
i.aation, KUFORA, dess not clr.in, as a body, to possess i-nd'.sputablo proof of the existence 
of UFOs, but studies acid presents, the evidence in an intelligent manner and hopes to comm¬ 
and the respbet c.f 'intelligent people throughout the world. He quotes as a recent convin¬ 
cing UFO report, one receive.- cn June 19 from an electronics engimesr, Mr. Robin Peck of 
Docking, Norfolk, Mr. Pock reported that as he vra.s driving home, his headlights dimmed 
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and the complete electrical circuit cut out, stalling the engine. On getting out of his 
van, all the hairs on his body stood on end as though he was in a powerful electrostatic 
field. He then noticed: a pale blue ob.lect in the sky, about 150* in diameter, shaped 
like an inverted mushroom, without stalk, and surrounded by a golden aura, stretchijig to 
the ground. Looking at his luminous watch, he noticed that its luminosity was mucb 
greater than nomal. After about a minute, the object; suddenly moved off at. fantastic 
speed. The really convincing thing Is that since this encounter, the watch has lost all 
its luminosity and the luminous paint is now a brown colour, to. Peck also fo\ind that 
his watch has lost about 2 minutes every day since the sighting, vdiereas it gained about 
a minute a week before, . His iidfe and many of the local residents vrtio know him well, acc¬ 
ept his story without question. 


NUFORA subscribes to a press clippings bureau, which covers local newspapers - the 
best source of UFO reports. In this regard, this year proved particularly important. In 
-one month alone - June - there vrere as many unexplained cases as in all the previous 
months put together, while the nianber of explainable reports remained within the limits 
of average. Nigel had previously assumed that nationwide publicity given to a spectacular 
^sighting caused other peojle to report sightings that otherwise might not have beep report- 
^dj- but this was not the case in the June "flap" as there had been no. national ,p\±»licity 
prior to it. This, would seem to provide not only evidence for the existence, of genuine 
UFOs but indicates that a larger proportion of reports explained away in conventional 
terms,.may, in fact, have been genuine UFOs. Nigel considers l^FO reports in local papers 
to.-be particularly valuable, as usually they are reported by people with no previous int¬ 
erest in the subject, A graph of English UFO reports this year, of both explainalale and 
unexplainable, would show vrtiat is, to his knowledge, an unprecedented occxu’rence of the 
Unexplainables in the month of June, several times greater than the explainables." Alt¬ 
ernative to this being un unusual '*flap", it could indicate that UFOs have been making 
closer approaches to ground level, with the result that more detail could be seen or 
he^d and thus they are less likely to be mistaken for conventional objects. 


Asked for his opinion on the purpose of UFO visits to our planet and their origin, 
Nigel replied candidly: "What UFOs may be up to remains a mystery to me. Their visits, 
if tme, are usually so brief and apparently random and purposeless, A recent suggestion 
put to me is that they are merely in the process of stirring up interest in themselves and 
may make themselves knoivn to us eventually, or even intervene to prevent terrestrial de¬ 
struction by nuclear, war. This soiinds reasonable. As to where they- come from# well, if 
they ar.e not angels, I think it. is just possible that the poles of Venus are suitable for 
^ man life., Othenvise, wh^-t about the lesser-known minor planets, Hilda or Medusa? Of 
^course, their ancestors may have come from habitable planets years ago and now have gigan¬ 
tic space stations in Outer Space, or on Mars. Certainly there seems to be no shortage of 
spacecraft of different designs, as most objects sighted seem to have some variations," 

I found Nigel Stephenson a very personable young man, with .an unquenchable curiosity 
to get to the bottom of the UFO Mystery and one who is prepared to study objectively every 
piece of evidence to achieve this end.

;Ron and I are old UFO friends •i\ho have collaborated iidth each other over the years 
and .it ■was good to meet him again. As most of you know, he ;ra.s co-Editor with Major I^s 
.Petersen,of the high-quality magazine "UFO Contact" which specialized in Open Letters to 
world leaders and VIPs. A militant idealist with the courage of his own convictions, 

Ron fought fearlessly through the pages of "UFO Contact" to expose the shams, l^ypocris- 
ies and shortcomings of the Establishment in failing to recognize officially that the 
I)F0 phenomena is a serious scientific problem. In his Open Let■ters to’men in^high place^- 
he was forthright, called a spa'*? a spade and pulled no punches and undoubtedly He gave 
these people some serious food for thought. "UFO Contact", a glossy magazine, well- 
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illustrated ■with photographs, contained a I'vealth of interesting and thought-provoking 
articles which involved a great deal of scientific research into the many facets of Ufol¬ 
ogy, space science, life on other, planets, etc., and promoted the Philosophy of George 
Adamski. It ran for 2 years and then, due to insufficient financial support, was forced 
.to cease publication. This was a. serious setback to the UFO world in general, as we not’ 
only lost a good magazine but a fighting champion for the UFO Cause at the top levels. 

The magazine had received excellent commendations from UFO notables and certainly its 
impact 'Viras strong enough for the Condon Report to de'vote a f\ill page to "UFO Contact". 
Personally, I always find it rather sad to see a good UFO magazine fold up, and under¬ 
standably, Ron, vho had given every moment of his spare time, e-ven -working into the small 
hours, to produce this journal, felt a little bitter that most of the lack of financial 
support had come from the area least expected - the affluent U.S.A., seat of the George 
Adamski Fotmdation. This ivas hard to take and Ron spent some time soul-searching as to 
his true role in the UFO field. However, by the time of our meeting, his spirits had re¬ 
covered and he was enthusiastically planning to write a book on his UFO experiences, prob¬ 
ably under the title of his first brainchild "UFO Contact". He also told me of his plans 
to try to inject more unity and strength into the ;\rorldwide IGAP Organization and particu¬ 
larly, greater co-operation between its individual groups in accordance with GA’s funda- t 
mental principle of fraternal love. Good show, Ron, ive’re glad to see you back in harness 
again, and the Best of Luck with these 2 projectsl 

MICHAEL PARRY - President, Interplanetary Space Travel Research Group (U.K.) and 

Editor of "Interplanetary News". 


I met Mike Parry and one of his group in London and we spent several hours exchang¬ 
ing information of mutual interest, the prime topic being the forthcoming National Space 
and UFO Convention which Mike and his group ivere organizing. A disc jockey by profession, 
Mike is a personable young man, vri.th lots of drive and enthusiasm and, given t he right 
breaks, I felt he might go far in the UFO field. Certainly he has a very outgiving pers¬ 
onality and o-ver the past 2 years he gave freely of his time, energy and money in an effort 
to build up his group and its publicati-on "Interplanetary News". Mike told me the long, 
hard story’of the group’s early struggles and setbacks. It \\b,s originally founded in 1957 
by Mr.'E. Harris, ably supported by his wife, and with a somewhat ambitious program cover¬ 
ing a wide range of subjects, managed to attract a group of members ranging from the young 
to the senior citizen. It also published a mimeo-ed bulletin on which, o'ver the years, 
attempts were made to impro-ve its format with indifferent success, although it was perhaps 
the first UFO journal to attempt to reproduce pictures in colour. The group then extended^ 
its activities to launching model rockets designed by its mem'bers who also manufactured ^ 
the fuel. There were successes and failures intermingled, but due to eome bad publicity on 
■the potential dangers of the project, the Club began to lose its members until only the 
original 5 members remained. There w’as a gradual building up, but again, bad luck dogged 
the group, and it was in 1968 that Mr. Harris shovred Mike Parry a copy of "Interplanetary 
News" and told him the hard luck story of the group. Interested, Mike agreed to help im¬ 
prove the publication and build up the group again. 

■ His first task was to create a better atmosphere around the Club and remove the old 
stigma it had gained in its early days. He quickly realized that in order to establish 
an income and obtain better publicity, the only way to achieve this vra.s through the maga¬ 
zine, He therefore took over as Editor and his first issue was produced by the electronic 
stencil process and sold for 1/9 per copy. 1,000 copies ;irere run off, from \diich intro¬ 
ductory issues were sent to all other UFO groups. The Club then set about trying to sell 
the remainder at such places as the London Planetaria and even on street comers. They ‘ 
failed miserably. A big bill had accrued and they were no better off apart from gaining 
2 members. However, one of them was a printer and he suggested that the cover might be 
improved by the photolitho offset process. The indomitable Mike therefore sought pemiss- 
ion from M.G.M. to reproduce a picture from their movie "I!C5£1" on the cover. This was 
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done, the old covers removed and new ones attached, but still little luck vdth sales. 

At an emergency meeting, the decision was made to take another gamble and have the whole 
contents of the next issue run off by the photolitho method, in a desperate attempt to 
recuperate the loss-on the first issue. This proved a vast improvement and the magazine 
began to sell on its bim merits. By direct contact with Miss Susanne Stebbings, the group 
began to gain publicity and in gratitude they made her Hon, Publicity Officer. Then, 
once again, the magazine had teething problems and Mike had to pay a big bill out of his 
own pocket. Obviously not a man who gives up easily, Mike I'^nt all out on the third issue 
and had it printed professionally. This was a Do-or-Die effort, but it proved an instant 
success and at last the group began the uphill climb out of the mire. Then came the idea 
for the National Space and UFO Convention. This was originated by Mike, made fruitful by, 
Susanne and practical by the members* enthusiaan. Again, it was a big gamble, but an all- 
important step to gain publicity, establish the Club on a firm footing and increase its 
monbership to fulfil its objectives. Mike ended his story somewhat fatalistically with: 
"Only time will tell. The success or otherwise of the Convention will either be the mak¬ 
ing or breaking of our group." 

^ I was rather moved at this story of one man* s efforts to put a UFO Club and public- 

^ition on its feet and wondered how many others would have striven so hard. At this dead¬ 
line date of writing, I do not know the results of the Convention. I had hoped to have re¬ 
ceived a report from Mike and certainly hope this his silence is not an ominous one. If 
the Convention was not a success, the blame cannot be laid on Michael Parry* s doorstep, 
but rather on those UFO groups and individ\xals in England who failed to support him. If 
the Convention was successful and I eventu^ly receive a report from Mike, it vdll be 
published in our next issue, together with details of this group*s interesting magazine 
"Interplanetary News**. .. 

JIMMY GODDARD - Member of the Editorial Board of "Awareness" (journal of CONrACT(UK) 

and Editor of '*Link-Up", 

My impressions of Jimny Goddard are that he is a very sincere, dedicated worker for 
the UFO Cause, with a considerable flair for writing. An intellectml and idealist, he 
believes in communication with the space people and that they are here to help us over the 
birthpangs of the New Age of Cosmic Awareness, He considers his special mission in the 
UFO field is to endeavour to unify UFO groups and in view of the messages we have received 
from the space people, I think Jimmy is on the right track and wish him every success dji 
his worthwhile efforts. 

k . An active worker for the Editorial Board of CONTACT(U.K.), Jimmy had a very inter¬ 
esting story to tell on how certain problems within the Board led to an ESP experiment 
with >unexpected results and finally to the publication of his newsletter, '*Link-Up*', It 
vra,s Jimmy’s idea that members of the Board and a few others made an attempt to contact 
the space people telepa+hically at an agreed time and date, to ask their advice on how to 
solve their problems. A week after the experiment, Jimmy received a letter from one of 
its participants stating that he had shown Jimmy* s letter to his wife idio,^,.totally un¬ 
convinced of the reality of UFOs, said she thought the vrtiole idea silly. Nevertheless, he 
carried out the experiment at the agreed time and left the house about IG minutes later. 

He' returned home I 5 hours later to find his wife had a strange story to tell. She related 
that just after the clock chimed U p.m,, she had a vi'vdd mental Impression of r a< manr about 
4 ft, tall, dressed in a sil'ver-coloured suit, who emanated a strong feeling.of kindness. 
^ spoke to her saying that the answer to the problem was that all Clubs should.uhite 
into one large organization. The whole experience lasted about half a minute. The man 
stressed that his wife had ne'ver read any UFO books arid was. totally \maware that other 
contactees had experienced this same feeling of kindness. At the next Board meeting, 
great interest was shown in this message, especially as' it was • recei'ved by a person with 
no interss't. in UFOs and it was decided to try to carry out this suggestion. At first, it 
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seemed an impossible task until one of the members suggested a newsletter to unify the 
groups, not into any one established group, but for the benefit of all, and thas "Link-Up" 
was bom, with Jiinmy Goddard as Editor. In the Editorial of its first issue, Jimmy vrrote: 
"The purpose of this newsletter is to unify UFO groups. This has been tried in the past, 
’often with partial success, bvtt the barriers of different approaches to the subject have ' 
always made things difficult. In the case of this newsletter, however, they need not do 
so, for its whole object is to unify (i.e., cause an efficient flow of information and 
ideas from all groups to all groups) without causing any group to lose its independence or 
to influence its approach. To be fully effective, this first issue is being sent free to 
all groups, although we would be very interested to see a cofy of yo\ir publication if you 
have one. Also, we would like to know about your‘group; opinions, ideas, activities and 
sighting information if any, to publish and so bring all groups into closer co-operation 
and knowledge of each other’s activities. Please help.to make this venture successful by 
contributing ideas and information fromyotar group. In this way, we may build up a co-op¬ 
eration vdiich may hasten the day when the nature of the craft, in our skies and the crews 
that man them, may be known to us all."

AN EVENING WITH DR. PETER M. MILmAN. 


Earlier this year, our discussion group had a particularly interesting evening when 
Dorothy and Arthur Bray were hosts at their home, with Dr. P.II. Millman as special guest. 
Dr. Millman is Head, Upper Atmosphere Research Section, Radio & Electrical Engineering 
Division of Canada’s National Research Comcil. In this capacity, he is responsible for 
official investigations of UFO phenomena on behalf of the Canadian Government. 


Many aspects of UFOs were discussed and we all benefited by the evening together. | 

The Condon Report was one of the prime topics and Dr. Millman said that while he had not 
yet had time to complete a study of the entire report, he could state that to date, he was 
not in complete agreement with all aspects of it. 


In discussing tho astronomical aspects, he noted the importance of the spectacular 
display of meteors which crossed North America in 1913* In view of the long duration of 
the sightings (over two minutes), he felt this was an outstanding example of how meteors 
could be classed as UFOs. He discussed at seme length the many perceptual problems in¬ 
volved in sightings and acknowledged that even astronomers are subject to the same errors 
as other humans in this respect. 

Concerning the possibility of extra-terrestrial intelligence. Dr. Millman stated 
that, in his opinion, there is a high possibility both of the existence of extra-teirestr¬ 
ia! life of some fom and of extra-torfestrial intelligence, but at present little or no 
.evidence exists that ETI has visited Earth. 

He does feel, he said, that studies of UFOs should not be discontinued as a result 
of the Condon Report, but in view of the need to exercise economy in expenditure of public 
fvmds, it is his opinion that scientific data available, if any, could be obtained as a 
by-product of meteoritic and atmospheric research and that any UFO "paydirt" should ceme 
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to light in the course of such research. He emphasized that no files should be discarded 
and stressed the importance of all data being available to the public. 

The matter of Ottawa’s famous "Chunk of Metal!', was, discussed and, upon being asked. 

Dr. Millman agreed to try to arrange, if possible, an analysis in a government laboratory. 
Samples of the metal have been given to him'and our members will follow this matter up " 
closely. 

All in all, it wae, a very profitable discussion and we are indebted to Dr. Millman 
for setting aside'a friil.!evening of his very busy schedule to sit down and talk with a 
anaH group of laymen. . .
